RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 26, 2005, the Applicants 
traversed the restriction requirement and elected the claims of Group II (Claims 1-12). The claims 
of Group I (Claims 13-17) were withdrawn from consideration without prejudice. The Examiner 
has now made another restriction requirement, requiring Applicants to elect between (as defined by 
the Examiner) Embodiment 1 described in Figures la-lf, Embodiment 2 described in Figures 2a-2f, 
and Embodiment 3 described in Figures 3a-3b. 
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In response to the Restriction Requirement dated January 3, 2006, the Applicants respectfully 
elect to prosecute Embodiment 1 described in Figures la- If with traverse . Embodiment 1 
corresponds to claims 1-6 and 12. 

Applicant respectfully notes that this election is drawn according to the species identified by 
the Examiner, and at the Examiner's express requirement, and no admission is made thereby. 
Applicant also notes that independent claim 1 is generic to all remaining claims and all embodiments 
identified by the examiner. At such as claim 1 is allowed, Applicant anticipates that the Examiner 
will consider all of the originally-elected claims for allowance. 

Prompt examination on the merits is respectfully requested. 
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
